On the other hand, a small 
fxirtion, wlio are strangers to toil and to wIkiiii education is a mere 
aik'rnmrnt. partake of conditions which, from a. material stand|x>int, it 
tvoiild be ilifficiilt to better. 

It is therefore manifest that the latter have at their disposal 
M'liiething which the former liavc not; something, the possession of 
which implies an enonnoiis ailvantage in proiixiting the improvement 
of one'.* condition, since it aknic can bring about results wliich indus¬ 
try and e<lucation combineil often strive vainly to obtain. This some¬ 
thing,, so marveloiislr effective in its operation, so all-sufficient to its 
possessors, is capital, is wealth.

This, in the complex ailjustmenls of our social organism, is the 
most potent factor in bringing about an amelioration of the circum¬ 
stances of individual. 

For ' it matters not under what form of government 
—constitutional or despotic, monarchical of republican—man lives, 
his environment is likely to be little affected thereby. \Vh«her he is 
a Jew or Gentile, Protestant or Catholic, docs not detmTuine wlut 
advantagr.s he sliall enjoy. Whether he has political' rights or not, 
does not, per se, improve his condition in life. But whether he be poor 
or rich does most materially* affect his condition.

The poor man, on the contrary, though he hears much of sweet 
liberty, is a slave to adverse circumstances.
